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West Bank politicians warned 


Israel fences off 
4,000 acres of land 


TEL AVTV, July 15 (R) _ The Israeli 
occupation authorities have closed off 4,000 
acres ( 1 ,600 hectares) of land south of Nab- 
lus in the West Bank to build a new road 
linking two Jewish settlements of Ariel and 
Kamel Sbomron, Palestinian sources 
Tuesday. 

The sources said the land was privately 
owned and its seizure would cause great eco- 
nomic harm to its Palestinian owners. They 
have protested to the Israeli military gover- 
nor of Nablus. 

Israeli military sources claimed the area 
fenced off was only 1,000 acres, (400 hecta- 
res) none of it cultivated. 

Meanwhile the Israeli Supreme Court 
Tuesday rejected an appeal by 26 Palestinian 
landowners from the occupied West Bank 
against the expropriation of their land four 
years ago. 

The 250 acre ( 1 00 hectare) tract was seized 
by the Israeli government in 1976. The gove- 
rnment said it needed the land, between Jeru- 
salem and Hebron for “ security reasons. ” 

Two years later, an Israeli settlement. Kib- 
butz Migdal Oz, was established on the land. 

Justice Haim Cohen did not give any rea- 
son for his decision. He said the detailed jud- 
gement would be entered in die court record. 

The supreme court, however, ordered the 
government Tuesday to explain within a 
month why it forbade the establishment of an 
Arab university in the occupied West Bank, a 
spokesman for the military government said. 

School officials from Abu Dis village, 
which lies on the main road between Jerusa- 
lem and Jericho, made their appeal when

U.N. force 
proposed for 
Israel pullout 

UNITED NATIONS, July 15 (R) — The 
establishment of a United Nations force to 
arrange, supervize and confirm the withdra- 
wal of Israeli forces from occupied Arab 
lands was proposed in an official paper circu- 
lating here Monday. 

Diplomatic sources said it was drafted by a 
number of Arab states in preparation for next 
week's scheduled emergency special session 
of the general assembly on Palestine. The 
paper, a customary preliminary to the formal 
tabling of a draft resolution, would have the 
Assembly urged that Israel start withdrawing 
before next November 15.lt would also 
request that all states halt economic and mili- 
tary aid to Israel pending withdrawal. 

Only four members so far have responded 
to Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim’s can- 
vass on the proposed holding of the special 
session. The United States opposed the idea 
and East Germany, Brazil and Chile suppor- 
ted it, officials said.

The authorities argued that the 13 insti- 
tutes of higher education in the West Bank 
have often become hot-beds of anti- Israeli 
activity, and in a crackdown on West Bank 
education July 6 ordered that all colleges had 
to be licensed by the militar y government. 

Students from Bir Zeit University in Ram- 
aHab have often held stone- throwing demon- 
strations and set up roadblocks with burnin g 
tires on the main road to Jerusalem. 

The spokesman said officials were afraid 
the Abu Dis University would produce the 
same activities. 

Two months ago, teachers from Abu Dis 
asked the military government to approve the 
extension of a local high school to include the 
first class of a university. 

When authorities did not approve the 
request immediately, the teachers opened the 
class, which was ordered closed two week 
latex, the spokesman said. 

In another development the military gove- 
rnment in the West Bank has warned several 
prominent Palestinians not to engage in polit- 
ical activity, a military spokesman said. 

The spokesman said all the men are mem- 
bers of the National Guidance Council, an 
organization that emerged as the primary 
coordinator of West Bank opposition to 
Israeli rule. 

The council members were ordered to 
report to their local military cornmandor and 
were given warning “before they start to 
organize or incite,” he said. 

Authorities have expressed concern that 
the recent calm in the West Bank may be 
broken following the return of Nablus Mayor 
Bassam Shaka from Jordan. 

Shaka, a political heavyweight on the cou- 
ncil until a car bomb planted by Israeli extre- 
mists blew off both Ids legs on June 2, retur- 
ned to work Saturday, fanning Israeli fears 
that be might incite Palestinian unrest. 

Security in the West Bank has been tight 
since the Hebron, attack but Palestinian 
mayors have, face chadded restrictions aimed 
at curbing their political actions. 

The mayors are forbidden to leave their 
dries without permission from the military 
government and almost none were allowed to 
welcome Shaka back in Nablus. 

“ Part of that is for their own safety and also 
for us to be sure that they’re not meeting,” 
the spokesman said. 

After three assassination attempts against 
the mayors of Nablus, Ramallah and El Biieh 
on June 2, the military government placed 
aimed guards at the homes of all West Bank 
mayors. 

Qalqilya mayor Haj Amin Nasser compl- 
ained Monday that Israeli armed guards were 
getting in the way of his private life and asked 
that they be removed. “It is the feast of 
Ramadan and I do not need them when I 
have so many guests,” he said by telephone. 

As part of the political crackdown, the aut- 
horities also issued a one-day travel ban on 
three editors of East Jerusalem's Arabic 
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NEW DELHI, July 15 (R) — Pakistani 
Foreign Minister Agha Shahi arrived here 
Tuesday for talks with Indian leaders expec- 
ted to center on Afghanistan. 

He said he hoped his three-day visit would 
provide for useful and constructive consulta- 
tions on the “ far-reaching implications of cri- 
tical events^ in the region. 

Shahi will call on Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi after a first round of talks with Exter- 
nal Affairs Minister P.V. Narashimha Rao 
later Tuesday. 

Both Pakistan and India opposed the pres- 
ence of Soviet troops in Afghanistan, but dis- 
agree on how to secure their withdrawal. 

Pakistan has rejected peace proposals from 
Afghanistan’s Soviet-backed government 
which India said were worthy of considera- 
tion. 

Shahi heads a three-man Islamic commit- 
tee seeking a peaceful solution in Afghanis- 
tan. The committee has so far been unable to 
arrange informal talks with the Kabul gover- 
nment which Pakistan and other Islamic cou- 
ntries do not reco gn i se .

COPENHAGEN, July 15 (AP) — Several 
Arab and other delegations walked out of the 
world conference of the United Nations Dec- 
ade for Women here Tuesday when Jihan 
Sadat, wife of Egypt's president, went onto 
the rostrum to speak on the first day of gen- 
eral debate. 

Clapping their hands in unison, the delega- 
tions from Iran and several Arab countries 
along with Turkey, Uganda and the Palesti- 
nian Liberation Organization (PLO) rose 
from their seats and walked to the exit where 
they halted momentarily, chanting “Palest- 
ine, Palestine, Palestine..." 

Several East Bloc delegations, including 
Albania, also joined walk-out that appeared 
to dispel all hopes of avoiding the political 
showdowns that could distract the conference 
from its overall purpose of setting new targets 
for the advancement of women in the second 
half of the women's decade launched in Mex- 
ico City five years ago. 

The walk-out was led by the PLO obser- 
vers including Leila Khaled, the Palestinian 
commando who was involved in two skyjack- 
ings ten years ago and whom Israel may try to 
have extradited, according to unofficial repo- 
rts here. 

But the Israeli embassy here would neither 
confirm nor deny a newspaper report that 
Israel may seek the extradition of Miss Kha- 
led. 

Danish authorities said they knew nothing 
of any Israeli extradition move, and justice 
ministry officials pointed out that Denmark 
has no warrant for her arrest. 

At the opening session Monday, President 
Lise Oestergaard of Denmark and 
Secretary-General Lucille Mair of Jamaica 
warned against focusing on certain issues in 
such a way as to make impossible any deci- 
sion by consensus. 

These were,- cautious references to fears of 
confrontations or walkouts over a point on 
the agenda dealing with the effect of Israeli 
occupation on Palestinian women. Discus- 
sions on that subject will be based on a paper 
referring to Israel as Palestinian territory 
occupied since 1948. 

Unofficial Israeli sources said the presence 
of Miss Khaled at the conference is highly 
embarrassing to the Israeli delegation. She 
has openly been telling newsmen that “we 
speak to the world with words, bur to the 
Israelis we speak only with weapons.” 

Jeban Hilou, a second PLO observer at the 
U.N. conference, said that the walk-out 
before Jihan Sadat’s speech, had been pre- 
arranged in the sense that it was decided upon 
when Egypt’s President Sadat first went to 
Jerusalem to make peace with Israel. 

Calling Egypt “the dog of the United Sta- 
tes " the PLO observer said that Palestinian 
and South African women are the world's 
worst victims of discrimination against 
women. She said she did not care to know 
wbat Jihan Sadat had to say because the imp- 
ortant thing would be to match words with 
action. 

Japan talks LPG 

TOKYO, July 15 (AP) — Tokyo Gas Co. 
of Japan said that it was negotiating with 
Petromin to import 250,000 tons of Saudi 
Arabian liquefied petroleum gas a year. 

Tokyo Gas officials said the plan calls for 
establishing a joint venture firm with Tokyo 
Gas, Shell International Gas Co. of Britain 
and a Saudi Arabian firm to supply LPG to 
the Japanese gas firm. 


JERUSALEM, July 5 (R) — In a fresh 
burst of defiance on the status of Jerusalem, 
Prime Minister Menabem Begin said Mon- 
day that Muslim flags could fly over the Holy 
City only when Arab states set up embassies 
there and recognized Israel. As the Israeli 
leader left the hospital after recuperating 
from his latest heart attack, he told repor- 
ters : If the 21 Arab states recognized Israel 
and Jerusalem as its capital, their flags could 
fly over their embassy buildings in the city. ” 
The statement demonstrated heightened 
Israeli feeling over Jerusalem and the way it 
has emerged as a major issue on the interna- 
tional scene. On Sunday, Begin dispatched 
from t'Js hospital bed a sharp message on the 
subject to British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington. Stung by Lord Carrington's pub- 
lic advice that Begin should desist from plans 
to move his office to Arab east Jerusalem, the 
Prime Minis ter replied that Jerusalem was a 
Jewish city “ before the civilized world had 
heard of London. ’’ 


Carrington's comment that it would be a 
great mistake for Israeli Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin to move his office to East 
Jerusalem was based on positions shared by a 
□umber of Western governments, British 
officials said in London. 

They had been asked for comment on 
Begin’ s sharp attack on Lord Carrington’s 
latest remarks about Jerusalem in an Israeli 
television interview. The officials declined 
substantive comment but pointed out that 
Lord Carrington's position had been enunci- 
ated by successive British ad minis trations. 

Begin stated Sunday it was not Lord Carri- 
ngton’s business to advise the Israeli prime 
minister where his office should be in Jerusa- 
lem. The city was annexed by Israel after the 
1967 Arab- Israeli war. 

The office move was first announced in 
principle a year ago, made to underline 
Israer s insistence that all Jerusalem, includ- 
ing the Arab section occupied in 1976, will 
forever remain the capital of the Jewish state.. 


Fahd to visit 
Syria , Iraq 

BEIRUT, July 15 (AP) — Crown Prince 
Fahd said in a newspaper interview published 
Tuesday the U.S.-sponsored Camp David 
formula for a Middle East proved a failure. 

Fahd also disclosed he intends to visit Syria 
and Iraq in an attempt to close Arab ranks 
before an Arab summit conference is held in 
Amman in November. 

"I also will renew contacts with President 
Chadli ben Jedid (of Algeria) and Libyan 
leader Col. Muammar Qaddafi for the same 
rank dosing purpose,” Fahd told the inde- 
pendent Beirut newspaper An Nahar. 

Fahd did not set a date for the trip to Syria 
and Iraq. 

“Camp David has failed,” Fahd said. He 
also warned that an Israeli government bea- 
ded by Shimon Peres would be “even worse 
than the present government” of Prime Mini- 
ster Men ahem Begin. Fahd said Peres’ stand 
on Jerusalem was “worse and more danger- 
ous than Begin’ s.” 

As guardians of Islam's holy shrines, the 
Saudi Arabians insist more than any other 
Arab country that the Arab sector of Jerusa- 
lem should be abandoned by Israel. 

Fahd said the Arab world must unite to 
make the superpowers feel its weight. “The 
United States thinks only of Russia and 
Israel.” Fahd said, “while Soviet Union 
thinks only of the United States and China. 
There should be a third side in the considera- 
tions of the superpowers, the Arab side." 

Fahd said only by solidarity can the Arab 
countries win the respect of the superpowers, 
“lack of solidarity is the gravest threat to the 
Arabs,” he added. 

Fahd said he was pessimistic about the 
situation in Iran and concerned over the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

An Nahar ’s leading columnist Michael 
Abu Jaoudeh quoted Fahd as saying the 
Soviet military presence in Afghanistan thr- 
eatened the whole Gulf region. 


Palestinian plot to kill Sharon foiled 
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BRUSSELS, July 15 (Agencies) — In a 
statement published here Tuesday, Yasser 
Arafat, the leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), invites Pope John Paul 
II to visit the Palestinian refugee camps. 

“In the name of the Palestinian people, I 
wish to invite His Holiness the Pope to come 
visit the camps of the Palestinian refugees,” 
Arafat says in a statement published by the 
Flemish language daily De Morgen 
The paper said Arafat gave the statement 


TEL AVIV, July 15 (AP) — Israeli secur- 
ity forces have arrested four Palestinian 
Arabs from the occupied Gaza Strip who had 
been planning for over a year to assassinate 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, a military 
source said Tuesday. 

Reports in the Hebrew press said the Pales- 
tinians had been just weeks away from comp- 
leting their plan when members were caught 

Sharon is a staunch advocate of Jewish set- 
tlement in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, and Palestinian Arabs regard him as an 
enemy of their nationalist ambitions. He 
heads the government committee that runs 
the settlement program. 

The reported assassination plan was the 
first time Palestinian .Arabs were alleged to 
have aimed pointedly at an Israeli official for 
specific political reasons.

OPEC to raise 
fund’s capital 
to $20 billion 

MANILA, Philippines, July 15 (AP) — 
The Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) has decided to increase 
the OPEC fund from, four billion dollars to$ 
20 billion for the next four years to assist 
developing countries, United Arab Emirates 
Oil Minister Mana Saeed Al-Otaiba said 
Monday. 

The minis ter arrived Saturday on a four- 
day official visit to the Philippines. He also 
announced his country will urge OPEC heads 
of government scheduled to meet in Baghdad 
in November” to increase further this capital, 
to reach maybe S 1 00 billion or more in the 
coming years." He did not give further 
details. 

Al-Otaiba spoke during a luncheon given 
in his honor by President Ferdinand Marcos. 
The UAE, he said, feels it is the duty of 
OPEC to come to the rescue of developing 
countries badly affected by the skyrocketing 
cost of oil, and he challenged developed cou- 
ntries to put up a similar fund to help poor 
countries meet the rising cost of industrial 
goods and technology from the West.

■ During Ramadan, the month of piety, 
blessings and charity, faithful people bec- 
ome closer to the creator through worship 
and alms-giving. Both rich and poor stand 
on equal footing as regards hunger. But 
the question arises whether the rich have 
■any feeling about the hunger of the poor 
and the needy living around them ? Do 
[they remember the poor at the breakfast 
[table, which is full of a number of dishes ? 
:Do they really remember that there are 
■many people unable to afford the delica- 
cies and are content with a few dates ? 

I wish to remind the readers and the' 
merchants that there are poor and needy 
in the country ; there are bankrupt priso- 
ners living far from their families. On the 
other hand, there are also many business- 
men and merchants possessing countless 
millions in riyals in the country.

and national rights as an independent state. 

Speaking in an interview with the Gulf 
News Agency here, he said Saudi Arabia’s 
friendship with the United States and the West 
did not justify making such concessions. “On 
the contrary, we have succeeded in using this 
friendship in the interest and service of 
Arabs. Muslims and their causes," he said. 

Saudi Arabia also had succeeded in neutra- 
lizing policies of the West, which had been 
almost totally committed to the support of 
Zionist viewpoints and policies. 

“The shift in policy by some of these states 
is dear at present." he said. 

Replying to critics alleging that the King^ 
dom “sold itself to the West." Dr. Yamani 
said the state is firmly in favor of non- 
alignment and strongly believed that any ali- 
gnment would be deterimental to the interest 
of the country and the nation. “ Much of the 
damage that was done to some of us resulted 
from being aligned to this or that power, at 
the expense of national interests." he said. 

The Saudi Arabian government believes 
that it equally bad whether one sold himself 
to the East or to the West, and that it is the 
wisest policy to work within the framework of 
national unity and a firm belief in our causes. 
“Any deviation from this nationalist line 
would be a betrayal of the nation," he decla- 
red.” There is nothing nationalistic about sel- 
ling oneself to the East or to the West.” he 
added. 

Dr. Yamani dismissed claims that the eco- 
nomic power of the Kingdom was behind the 
strength of its international role, because 
such allegations aimed at minimizing the 
country's enormous moral influence and the 
political power of the state. “The real power 
of the Arab and Muslim nation emulates 
from its great Islamic heritage and princi- 
ples,” be said. 

The oil wealth was useful in building a 
modern society, but the government of the 


Kingdom never reckoned to it at any time or 
behaved as; : it if it was the cool to impose its 
influence on others in any way or form. 

He said the founder of the Kingdom. King 
Abdul Aziz, had created the state and gave it 
an international status without the benefit of 
oil and that even after the discovery af oil the 
government did not try to use it to pressure 
the international community. It was used 
only to help the interests of Arabs and Mus- 
lims and to serve the interests of the world 
community at large. Besides, the Kingdom 
was and still concerned with saving the world 
from any adverse economic situations, which 
may seriously affect economic growth and 
development. Internally, the government is 
using the ofl wealth wisely in ensuring its 
development in the belief that it was a deplet- 
able resource, which must be employed to 
build a decent future for the coming genera- 
tions. 

“We have succeeded in doing that,” he 
said. “And our development plans have now 
taken off in the direction of industrialization 
as can be seen in Jubail and Yanbu, which 
show that we are not complacently depen- 
dent on oD as a fundamental resource and 
sole revenue earner. This is already shown by 
our current five-year development plan, 
which takes us from the infrastructure phase 
to the productive one.” 

Dr. Yamani said the government did not 
much care for the biased campaigns being 
waged against it. “We are busy building or 
society and the welfare ■ of the people ” he 
said. At the same time the government paid 
special attention to helping Arab Muslim and 
friendly nations to rebuild and develop with- 
out strings and without any attempt to buy 
Influence with them. 

“We have always been honest and sincere 
in dealing with others and shall continue to be 
so ” he said. 

He said it would dangerous for some Arab 
media to go along with the campaign of vilifi- 
cation aimed at slandering the Kingdom bec- 
ause this would be tantamount to a crime 
against the unity of the Arabs and their inter- 
ests.” This malicious campaign will boost out 
determination to forge ahead in realizing our 
goals,” he added. 

The government of Saudi Arabia is aware 
of tbe identity of the powers behind these 
hirelings, which aimed at weakening Arab 
solidarity and steadfastness. 

He called on the Arab press to be careful 
and work for greater unity by disregarding 
prejudiced reporting and slanting reports, 
which can only do harm to the Arabs and 
serve those powers which will benefit from 
Arab disunity.

JEDDAH, July 15 — Total revenue for the 
Arab Petroleum Investments Corporation 
rose by 3 1 pe T cent in 1 979, according to the 
corporation's fourth annual report released 
recently. 

J amal Hassan Jawa, chairman of the board 
of directors, said in the report that total reve- 
xiue for the corporation amounted to SRI 1 8 
million in 1 979, compared to SR90 million in 
1978. The net profit for 1979 was SR95.3 
million compared with SR62. million in 
1978, an increase of 52 per cent. 

Jawa said the past year has been character- 
ized by the predominance of the energy crisis 
at an international level whereby world 
demand for crude oil and petroleum products 
exceeded the available production capacities 
of the oil producers. This situation led the 
industrialized nations to accelerate the plan- 1 
ning of their ambitious prog ram* to develop 
energy sources in the oil and gas sectors, 
which in turn was reflected in the investment 
programs of national, Arab and international 
financing institutions, he added. 

In his report, Jawa said recent develop- 
ments in the international petroleum industry 
have made oil producers with large reserves 
of crude oil and natural gas more suited to the 
establishment of basic petrochemical indust- 
ries. These developments strengthen the pos- 
ition of oil producing countries, especially the 
OPEC states in expanding into the downst- 
ream processing of oil and gas. “It is fortu- 
nate that these states, aware that such a cha- 
nge was inevitable had devised integrated 
programs for the establishment of a number 
of basic petrochemical projects tba are in the 
process of being implemented;’ he said. 

APICORP, established in 1 976, is conte- 
mplating expanding its activities geographi- 
cally by participating in financing petroleum 
projects and their related and supporting act- 
ivities in both the third world countries and 
the advanced industrial nations. Jawa said 
this will undoubtedly support the Arab states 
and developing countries while also helping, 
in a more organic manner, in the transfer of 
modem technology available to oil and petr- 
ochemical establishments, which would simu- 
ltaneously provide the corporation with 
potential for strong, balanced and profitable 
growth. 

Outside the Socialist Bloc, at least $1,000 
billion must be invested in the oil and gas 
sector during the nineteen eighties, i.e., an 
average of $100 billion annually, to develop 
additional sources of oil and gas to meet 
world demand, the report states. Butins fig- 
ure is considered conservative. The share of 
the Arab world investment in oil industry, 
estimated at $14 billion annually for all the 
various sectors of the oil and gas industry, is 
expected to increase. Arab oil producing sta- 
tes are paying particular attention to invest- 
ment in downstream operations, specially gas 
liquefaction, refineries, petrochemicals and 
fertilize is. as well as other crude oil and natu- 
ral gas-based industries. 

During 1979, the Corporation managed, 
underwrote and participated in a number of 
loans and bond issues in favor of various 
Arab petroleum projects. The total value of 
these loans and bond issues amounted to 
$707.7 million in 1979, compared with 
$896.3 million in 1973. $61 9 million in 1977 
and $233.6 million in 1976. The corporation 
increased its equity participation in Arab pet- 
roleum projects to an aggregate capital 
amounting to $198 mill ion, of which the cor- 
poration contributed $24 million or 12.3 per 
cent on average. The report stated that this is 
in harmony with the corporation’ s policy arm- 
ing at increasing its direct investments in 
Arab petroleum projects. 

Also, tangible progress was made in joint 
Arab ventures to which the corporation pays 
particular attention since they represent 
important cornerstones of Arab regional 
industrial development, the report added.

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Billy Carter confirmed 
as agent for Arab state 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP) — Billy 
Carter, brother of the president of the United 
States, is officially a foreign agent for an Arab 
government. By signing a consent order 
agreeing to register Monday, President Car- 
ter's outspoken younger brother resolved a 
civil suit by the U.S. Justice Department and 
avoided any legal penalties or fines. 

While denying any wrongdoing, he revea- 
led that he has received $220,000 from Libya 
as partial payment on a$500,000 loan he said 
he requested in return of his services during 
the past two years. The registration statement 
said Billy Carter isn't currently involved in 
any activities on behalf of Libya and has none 
under consideration. 

In a complaint filed in federal court, the 
government said Billy Carter “ undertook to 
wage a campaign" for Libya in this country 
and acted in a variety of ways ‘“to promote 
Libyan foreign policy objectives.” The youn- 
ger Carter was unavailable for comment 
Monday, and White House officials said Pres- 
ident Carter would have no comment.

Egypt, Israel 
still divided on 
autonomy talks 

CAIRO, July 15 (R) — Egyptian and 
Israeli delegates, stiU deeply divided after 
two days of talks, Tuesday began a final ses- 
sion to try to settle an agenda for Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations. 

The talks, which also involve U.S. officials, 
have been bogged down in discussion over 
the agenda since resuming after a two- month 
suspension on Sunday. 

Monday night Israel 1 s chief delegate, Just- 
ice Minister Shmuel Tamer told reporters the 
gap between the two sides was serious but 
said they had agreed to bold the next commit- 
tee meeting in Israel on July 28. 

Egytpian officials said a statement would 
be issued after Tuesday’s session and the 
chief delegates would probably hold a joint 
press conference. 

Under the Camp David agreement, negot- 
iators on autonomy for the 1.5 million Pales- 
tinians in the Jordan West Bank and Gaza 
Strip should have been completed by May 26. 

Egypt broke off the negotiations on May 
1 4 in protest at Israeli moves to make Jerusa- 
lem its undivided capital and only agreed to 
return to the conference table after the inter- 
vention of President Carter. 

The talks here, taking place in a hotel dose 
to the Cairo Pyramids have been at commit- 
tee level and were to help pave the way for a 
full plenary session in Alexandria next 
month. 

The chief Egyptian delegate. Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs' Boutros Boutros 
Ghali, said the two sides had raised between 
20 and 30 subjects they wanted to put on the 
committee's agenda but so far had agreed on 
only one.

Turks to pray 
in Ay a Sofya 

ANKARA, July 1 5 (R) — The Turkish 
government said Istanbul famed Aya 
Sofya Mosque would be opened for 
prayers for the first time in 45 years. The 
mosque, a Byzantine church in pre- 
Ottoman times, has been a museum since 
1935 after the founder of the Turkish 
Republic, Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, turned 
Turkey into a secular state. 

It has been a source of controversy 
since, with strict Muslims regularly dema- 
nding the right to pray there. In 1967, 
Pope Paul the Sixth caused an uproar 
when he spontaneously knelt to pray in 
the 15-cenmries-old formei Byzantine 
church during an official visit to Istanbul. 

Politicians and Turks from all walks of 
life strongly criticized the Pope’s action as 
an insult to Turkey's secularism while 
Muslim fundamentalists renewed their 
demands for the right to pray in the Aya 
Sofya, a mosque for nearly 500 years 
under the Ottomans. 

Culture Minister Tevfik Koraltan said 
Monday night the Mosque would be open 
for prayers toward the end of the holy 
month of Ramadan. 


74 Arabs go 
on strike in 
Israeli jail 

TEL AVIV, July 15 (AP) — Prisoners in a 
special jail for Palestinian commandos went 
on hunger strike Monday to protest poor 
food and conditions. Israel radio reported. 
The 74 inmates of the Nafha prison, Negev 
Desert, said they are kept in "collective 
homes," and demanded special medical 
checks and control of the prison kitchen. A 
spokesman for the prison system said all their 
demands were categorically rejected. 

Nafha was specially built to contain Arabs 
convicted of security offenses, including 
commando attacks and membership in guer- 
rilla organizations. Prison officials moved the 
toughest Palestine convicts from other pri- 
sons to the high-security building, and in a 
rare interview last week, prison commissio- 
ner Haim Levy confirmed that the highly vol- 
atile criminals made necessary special, harsh 
conditions. 

Israel radio reported that the hunger strike 
was triggered by the transfer of three inmate 
ringleaders to solitary confinement in anot- 
her prison, following stepped-up efforts to 
organize the prison. According the * “ Yediot 
Aharonot ' ’ newspaper, the inmates have 
imported the draconian discipline of the Pal- 
estinian guerrilla organizations, with a 
tightly- con trolled hierarchy, training courses 
and an inmate court which has passed the 
death sentence on disobedient inmates. 

* ‘Yediot ’ ’ reported that trouble began 
at the prison several weeks ago, when inma- 
tes knifed a guard in the face. Following the 
knifing, the warden decided to move the 
three Palestinians to solitary in Shatta prison. 
The inmates claim they are kept eight or 1 0 to 
a tiny cell with only small holes in the ceiling 
for sunlight and air. They are let out for only 
two hours a day, and are forced to eat then- 
meals in their cells. They sleep on the Door 
and are constantly hungry, they said. 

A prison spokesman said medical checks 
had (tetermined that the air, light and food 
were adequate for the prisoners, but Levy 
confirmed other prisoner says. He said in an 
interview in the * * Haaretz * * newspaper 
that security prisoners were not permitted 
into the dining hall. 


TPLF holds two Soviet doctors, 
clashes with Ethiopian troops 


KHARTOUM, July 15 (R) — Anti- 
government guerrillas in north Ethiopia have 
claimed to have captured two Soviet doctors 
and killed or wounded 300 Ethiopian troops 
in a nine-hour occupation of the ancient capi- 
tal of Axum. A communique from the Tigrai 
People's Liberation Front (TPLF) said a gue- 
rrilla force took control of Axum, Ethiopia's 
capital up to the seventh century, Saturday. 

Tbe TPLF said Monday the doctors, Nichii 
Grikor and Lidia Giorgia, had been working 
in the government hospital there. 

It was the first time any of the guerrilla 
groups fighting Ethiopian rule in the Horn of 
Africa have claimed to have captured Soviet 
citizens. The Soviet Union and Cuba are hel- 
ping Ethiopia in its wars in the north and east 


Turkey resumes flights to Greece 


ISTANB UL, July 1 5 ( R) — The Turkish 
national airline has resumed commercial 
flights to Athens for the first time since the 
Greek -Turkish dispute over Cyprus esca- 
lated in 1974. A Turkish Airlines (THY) 
official said Dights will leave Istanbul every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday and return 
the same day Resumption of direct flights fol- 


lows the lifting by both Turkey and Greece of 
flight restrictions over the Aegean Sea. 

Turkey imposed restrictions for security 
reasons after it sent troops to northern Cyp- 
rus in 1974. Greece responded by declaring 
the Aegean Sea a danger zone for aircraft, 
effectively blocking all commercial traffic.

Four hundrjsd boat people have died of 
different diseases so far, with dreaded chol- 
era breaking out in June. Naskar explained 
that they had difficulty burying the bodies of 
220 cholera victims. “We could not dump 
them on the river for fear of an epidemic and 
if was very risky to go ashore, so we did it at 
night,” he said. 

The boat people are encircled from all 
. sides, they cannot sail for the Bay of Bengal

Britain to spend 
nearly $3b on 
new battle tanks 

LONDON, July 15 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher’s Conservative gover- 
nment has announced it will spend $2.99 bil- 
lion on new battle tanks and other military 
equipment to beef up Britain’s North Atlan- 
tic alliance capability. 

Defense Secretary Francis Pym disclosed 
in written replies to questions in th House of 
Commons that toe moves to strengthen Bri- 
tain’s armor force in West Germany is desig- 
ned to help NATO counter the Warsaw 
Patfs 3-1 superiority in tanks. 

The Warsaw Pact currently has some 
20,500 battle tanks in north and central Eur- 
ope, against 7,000 with NATO forces, alr- 
eady considered guigunned by the Soviets in 
conventional weapons and missiles. 

Mrs. Thatcher, a strident supporter of cou- 
ntering the growing Soviet mili tary threat in 
Europe, has already increased defense spend- 
ing since the conservatives came to power in 
May, 1979, despite Britain’s economic trou- 
bles. i 

Pym Said the Soviets now are putting their 
latest main battle tanks, the T-72, with 
1 2 5- mm guns, into Warsaw Pact service.- 

He said these were "technically advanced 
and highly effective” with indications there 
would be further improvements in the next 
decade. Defense sources here said the Soviets 
already are testing another variant, the T-80. 

Pym said the government will spend more 
than $690 million on the new Challenger bat- 
tle tank as the first phase in replacing toe 
Chieftain tank which has been in sendee since 
th mid-1960s. 


Party taps 
Suzuki for 
presidency 

TOKYO, July 15 (AP) — Japan’s ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party chose Zenko 
Suzuki, a party stalwart little known by the 
public, to succeed toe late Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira as party president on Tues- 
day, insuring his election as prime minister 
later this week. 

A meeting of toe LDP members in both 

houses of tbe Diet, the Japanese parliament, 

unanimously endorsed toe party elders’ 
nomination of Suzuki to head the alliance of 
conservative factions that has dominated 
Japanese politics since 1948. 

Suzuki, 69, will be the LDP candidate for 
prime minister when toe lower house of the 
Diet convenes on Thursday. The party won 
287 of the 511 seats in the June 22 election, a 
majority of 63, which insures his election. 

The vote ended a month of factional 
maneuvering following Ohira’ s death from a 
heart attack June 1 2. Sqzuki, a longtime aide 
of Ohira, emerged from the background to 
take over his faction and became a comprom- 
ise choice for toe succession. 

Currently chairman of the party executive 
council, he is known as a skilled negotiator 
and mediator of intraparty squables. He has 
seldom made policy statements on such cont- 
roversial issues as defense spending and 
Japan’ s role as a rising political and economic 
force in toe world. 

However, Suzuki is not expected to veer 
from the course set by the LDP in its three 
decades of almost continuous control of the 
government — strongly pro-business with 
close economic, political and military ties 
with the United States. 

Speaking to assembled party members fol- 
lowing his selection Tuesday, Suzuki pledged 
to “work for unity and harmony within the 
party.” He was expected to address policy in 
a news conference later in the day. 

Suzuki said in an address Monday that he 
would give top priority to national defense, 
energy, social welfare and rehabilitation of 
the government* s deficit finances. 

He has yet to state his stance on defense 
spending, but to party has moved toward the 
LLS. position that Japan should boost its def- 
ense budget from toe current 0.9 per cent of 
gross national product to help contain poss- 
ible Soviet military expansionism.

Oil search unites Scandinavia

Menahem Begins tragedy is 
that he did not leave office imme- 
diately after he signed the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty in 
March 1 979. He would, have been 
remerab^n^f^as a leader who 
. compromised^his i- ideology in a 
higher causer'a statesman with 
enough vision to respond in kind 
to Anwar Sadat's initiative. 

But the stubborn salvage opera- 
tion the Israeli prime minister 
waged for the rest of 1979 and 
1980 was more true to character 
— dogmatic, hectoring and blink- 
ered. Begin had not, after all. aba- 
ndoned the Jewish claim to the 
whole of Palestine west of the Jor- 
dan. If there was to be a bargain 
with the 1,250,000 Arabs living 
under Israeli occupation, it would 
have to be on his unequal terms. 

A comparison of the peace pro- 
gram Begin presented in Decem- 
ber 1977 and the Camp David 
framework agreed nine months 
later shows, none tbe less, how far 
he had gone. 

Palestinian autonomy was orig- 
inally envisaged as a permanent 
arrangement. At Camp David, 
Begin accepted that his brain- 
child should be a five-year transi- 
tional phase during which negotia- 
tions would be conducted 1 to dete- 
rmine the final status of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and its rela- 
tionship with its neighbors.' 

That final status would take into 
: account 'the legitimate rights of 
! the Palestinian people and their 
: just requirements.' In a conflict 
’ • defined by code words, the mess- 
age was clear enough. Begin evi- 
dently considered, however, that 
Sadat was merely seeking to cam- 
ouflage a separate Israeli- 
Egyptian peace. 


He was shocked by the Ameri- 
can diplomatic campaign to conv- 
ince the Palestinians and the Jor- 
danians that Camp David offered 
the key to self-determination. 

It was Begin s good fortune that 
the Arabs most intimately concer- 
ned did not call his bluff, but the 
experience was traumatic. - The 
prime minister resolved not to 
give them the same change again. 

He encouraged a new settle- 
ment drive in the occupied territo- 
ries. His rhetoric became more 
strident. Yasser Arafat was den- 
ounced as Adolf Hitler bom 
again, the West Europeans as so 
many Neville Chamberiians. Isr- 
aelis who argued that partition 
was the only solution to the unfini- 
shed business of Palestine were 
dismissed as traitors. 

Begin did not try to persuade. 
Pragmatists like Moshe Dayan 
and Ezer Weizman — national 
heroes with instincts almost as 
right-wing as Begin’ s — resigned 
because they could no longer 
influence policy. 

The change of direction was 
more than tactical. The preacher 
believed his own sermon. Unlike 
the native-born Dayan and Wei- 
zman, Begin was obsessedd by the 
vulnerable Jew. He was a product 
of East European Zionist Revi- 
sionism, a survivor of the Holo- 
caust (in which he lost father, 
mother and brother). The Arabs 
were an alien menace. The impor- 
tant debate was the one between 
Jews. The West owed a debt it 
must never be allowed to forget. 

In the liberal West the entire 
Zionist enterprise, was reope^d 
to question. Many of Israer s frie- 
nds were reduced to arguing that 
the biblical obscurantism and the 
heavy hand of occupation were a 
temporary aberration. They 
prayed thev were right.

A bitter argument is coming to a head over the 
increasing debts of non-oQ- producing developing 
countries. 

Lenders say they cannot lend any more and bor- 
rowers claim they cannot borrow enough. In the 
middle is the International Monetary Fund, set up 
at the end of the war to smooth out the vagaries of 
the international money market. 

Last week delegates from borrowing countries 
met in Tanzania to voice their complaints about 
their treatment by the IMF, which has been accused 
by Tanzania's President Julius Nyerere of ‘meddl- 
ing in the internal affairs of the countries to which it 
lends. 

Tanzania itself broke off negotiations with the 
IMF at the end of last year, though it is now repor- 
ted to be reaching agreement on a $200 million 
borrowing facility. 

Other African countries that are, or have been 
recently, in the grip of the IMF include Egypt 
Sudan, Sierra_Leone, Gabon, Kenya, Zambia and 
Madagascar. 

Though the amounts involved are not always 
huge, other much bigger loans from Arab Gulf Star 
tes or private banks in Europe and America are 
often dependent on agreement being reached with 
the IMF. And IMF terms often include measures, 
such as the cutting of food subsidies and increased 
unemployment which run directly counter to the 
borrowing country’s policies.

There is a danger that private funding, which has 
up to now ridden on the back of irtiF loans, will start 
to dry up. American bankers arej increasingly wor- 
ried by the continuing rise in the external debts of 
non-OPEC developing countries. 

According to some analysts ' these now owe 
American banks $57 billion, which is'. more than 
total equity and loan-loss reserves of the banks 
concerned. i . 

As a result, the banks are obliged to consder 
measures, such as debt resched uling, design ed to 
prevent governments defaulting on existing' obliga- 
tions. But they are unwilling to! countenance the 
further, long-term commitments Sought by tbe cou- 
ntries concerned to break the vitious circle. ■ 

As one banker’s newsletter recently put it: ‘The 
financing of the new imbalances -Land the refinan- 
cing of existing obligations as they mature — imp- 
lies considerable risk to the world’s financial sys- 
tem.' I 

But, as the Brandt Commission's recent, report 
emphasised, there are also risks- in not giving count- 
ries like Jamaica and Tanzania the help they need to 
work out their economic salvation.

Most newspapers Tuesday led with the Council of 
Ministers' weekly session Monday under the chair- 
manship of Crown Prince Fahd. They highlighted 
the crown prince's reaffirmation that Saudi Arabia 
has remained committed to its pledges and would 
continue to play its role on the international level. 
He also renewed the Kingdom's rejection of any 
foreign military bases on its soil. 

In a lead story. Al Riyadh carried reports fromTel 
Aviv that Israel intends to set up a ring of Jewish 
settlements in the occupied West Bank of the Jor- 
dan, while Al Jazirah played on its front page FLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat’s declaration that “ we 
would not allow the Phalangists to establish a seces- 
sionist entity like Saad Haddad. ” 
i Newspapers played up Minister of Information 
Dr. Muhammad Abdo Yamani’s statement to the 
Gulf News Agency, in which he reiterated that the 
Kingdom never capitulated to the wishes of foreign 
powers, and would refuse to accept any foreign 
bases on its soil. Okaz on its front page, reported 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al-FaisaTs statement 
that Saudi Arabia would maintain its present level 
of oil production until the end of 1980. In a front- 
page story, Al Riyadh reported larger numbers of 
Soviet troops rushing to Kabul. The Kuwaiti 
Foreign Minister's reported statement that he 
would not welcome the use of Arab oil as a political 
weapon was prominently displayed in Al Jazirah, 
while Al Nadwa highlighted Israeli Premier Begin’ s 


refusal to accept Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s 
call to allow Arab flags to fly over the sacred places 
in East Jerusalem. 

Among a variety of topics covered by newspaper 
editorials. Crown Prince Fahd* s address to the 
Council of Ministers was dealt with most promi- 
nently. Some editorials commented on IsraePs 
intransigent attitude toward the so-called auton- 
omy negotiations, and the Soviet Union’s attempts 
to get out of its involvement in Afghanistan. 

In an editorial on the discussion before the Coun- 
cil of Ministers, Al Medina said Crown Prince Fahd 
once again specified the responsibility of major 
powers to lessen tension in the region when he 
urged non-interference in the affairs of the states of 
the region. The paper noted that if the Gulf region 
were allowed its present tranquility, it would help 
maintain peace and stability of the world as a whole. 
The paper expressed regret over international sil- 
ence concerning the Jewish crimes in Palestine and 
urged the international community to bear their 
responsibility toward the solution of the Palestine 
issue. 

Commenting on the autonomy talks , Al Jazirah 
noted the Israeli insistence on making Jerusalem 
the unified capital of Israel and moving the prime 
minister’s office to the eastern pan of the holy dty. 
The paper wondered why these negotiations still 
continue when the Arab world has already rejected 
them, being certain of their failure. 


Dealing with tbe Lebanese situation, Okaz said 
the current events indicate that the situation is stiQ 
dangerous and questions over the country’s legiti- 
mate authority have arisen. The paper was convin- 
ced, however, that all plots against Lebanon were 
being hatched in Israel which still supported Saad 
Haddad and his renegade clique. It called upon all 
concerned parties in Lebanon to cooperate in help- 
ing the government end the tense situation in the 
country. 

Al Biiad welcomed the upcoming Islamic Summit 
Conference in Mecca, saying that minions of Mus- 
lims hoped their leaders could meet in the holy city 
in a spiritual atmosphere. Highlighting the signifi- 
cance of the conference, the paper said it would be 
at a time when Islam and Muslims face serious 
challenges and threats by Communism, Zionism 
and colonialism. It hoped the conference would 
take fresh steps toward the objectives of Islam and 
the liberation of Islamic holy places. 

In a commentary on the Olympic Games, Al 
Riyadh noted that Moscow was trying to isolate 
sports from politics at a time when it is consolidating 
its takeover in a Muslim country. The paper descri- 
bed the Soviet Union’s recent announcement of 
partial withdrawal of its troops from Afghanistan as 
a mere political gimmick. The Soviet Union is using 
this tactic to divert world public opinion toward the 
Olympic Games, the paper added.

An isolated township in Australia's 
semi-desert inland soon win be powered 
totally by solar energy. 

Researchers from the Australian 
National University in Canberra have just 
completed work on a special press to 
mass-produce solar collectors for what 
will be Australia’s! first high-temperature 
solar power station. The solar energy wifi 
also be used for desalination and air condi- 
tioning. i 

According to the Australian Informa- 
tion Semce, the first 40 paraboloidal coll- 
ector shells will be produced this month, 
and construction of the station at a remote ' 
opal mining town in the far west of New 
South Wales is fcxpected to begin in 
August. The plant is expected to be opera- 
ting by next year. It will provide electricity 
for the town of White Cliffs, which has a 
population of 45. The town has 13 houses, 
a school, a hospital and a hotel. White 
Clifis is about 1000 kilometers north-west 
of Sydney. 

The town’s electricity is now supplied 
by individually owned diesel-fueled gene- 
rators. These will be replaced by the solar 
power station. The generators will be used 
as a back-up system. Later, the waste heat 
will be used for; desalination, heating 
water, space heating and air conditioning. 

The design of the plant is based on res- 
earch carried out by a team from the univ- 
ersity’ s department of Engineering Phys- 
ics. The resear chejrs have developed thin 
paraboloidal minor • collectors that can be 
mass-produced cheaply from sheet metaJL 
The collectors can concentrate the sun’s 
energy to produce super-heated steam. 

Twenty-eight ofithe initial batch of 3.67 
meter diameter collectors will I be erected 
in pairs at White Cliffs in the next two or 
three months, forming the basis of the 
power station. The collectors will be com- 
puter controlled to follow the sun, produc- 
ing steam power, for a high-efficiency, 
high-performance. steam engine. Site pre^ 
paration is already underway and a comb- 
ined plant room and tourist center is being 
built. The center I will be partly under ; 
pound to avoid the intense summer heat. 

The power plant was commissioned by 
the New South Wales Government, which 
has provided about $1 million for the pro- 
ject. One of the aims of the government is 
to find alternative power sources, both foi^ 
electricity and desalination, in remote 
towns that rely heavily on diesel fuel. The 
research team has also received grants 
from the Australi^i Government 

Solar energy is | gaining prominence in 
Australia. An international secretariat to 
set world standards for the solar energy 
industry is to be established in Sydney. 
Member countries of the International 
Standards Organization in Geneva have 
agreed that the secretariat should be run 
by the Australian Standards Association. 
The chairman is expected to.be from Mel- . 
bourne University, or ' the Australian : 
government's Gojmmonwealth. Scientific 
and Industrial Research Organization 
(CSIRO). ! 

The Australian Standards Association 
said the secretariat’s basic task will be to 
develop standard) methods of testing the 
performance of solar energy equipment. It 
will also look at the Australian code for 
the installation o: hot water heaters and 
the codes being \ repared for their basic 
construction and testing. 

The secretariat is expected to look first 
at standards for ^ot water heaters, salt 
extractors and atif- conditioning plants. It 
later will examine standards for photo- 
voltaic plants — units that use solar energy 
for Dower generation.

JEDDAH — This is a delightful travelog 
beautifully illustrated with' hundreds of 
superb color pictures by Jacques MartheloL 
It gives a thoughtful, sympathetic but very 
frank picture of contemporary Egypt. 

A brief summary of Egypt’s recent turbul- 
ent history is given against the eternal reali- 
ties of the desen and the Nile. Glowing pictu- 
res illustrate the extraordinary contrasts of 
crowded Cairo streets and the spacious 
of rural river settlements. The individuality 
and resilience of character of the people and 
their bewildering variety is explained. It is a 
country which defies easy categories. Its his- 
tory and culture are awe inspiring, its present 
problems seem almost insurmountable.

America still most popular choice of immigrants

. WASHINGTON (WP) - Arabs have 
immigrated to Detroit, Salvadorians to Was- 
hington, Haitians to Miami, Kurds to Nashvi- 
lle. 


At least a million immigrants and refugees 
will pour into the United States this year — 
perhaps as many as any year in America's 
history. Some 700,000 will come legally — 
Sowet Jewss. Vietnamese boat people, Cuban 
political prisoners. Hundreds of thousands 
more no one knows for sure how many — 
will sneak over the Mexican border or fly into 
airports as “tourists,” and melt into the econ- 
omy as illegal aliens. 

Irish potato famine, Hungarian revolution, 
Indochinese war — the United States, howe- 
ver ambivalent, has always served as thf 
safety valve for international crises, welcom- 
ing more i mmig rants and refugees than all 
other free- world nations combined. 

American prestige may be dwindling in the 
eyes of global leaders, but for the oppressed 
or poverty stricken people of the world this 
country remains an irresistible magnet. Four 
million a year get in line to come to the 
United States. Waiting lists for certain types 
of visas are backed up 1 1 years. 

A Kettering Foundation study in the early 
1970’s reported that a third of the people in 
Latin America want to immigrate here. Indo- 
chinese refugees in Thailand overwhelmingly 
choose the United States over other count- 


ries. 


AMERICAN PROMISE : Immigrants from mound the world come to America to see the wide open spaces of a land of plenty', a 
dream for many from impoverished Third-World countries. But many Americans now resent the flow of immigrants, who add oompetr 
ition to the job market. 


The unexpected flood of 1 12.000 Cuban 
boat people this spring, coupled with the con- 
tinuing influx of Indochinese at the rate of 
14,000 a month, focused sudden public atten- 
tion on immigration. 

With the Freedom flotilla on its shores, the 
Carter administration woke up to discover it 
didn’t really have an immigration policy. As 
Victor Palmieri, the State Department’s ref- 
ugee coordinator, pul it, “we can’t afford to 
take them all in. We can’t keep them out,” 

America has historically welcomed "the 
huddled masses yearning to breathe free,” 
and this is part of the national identity. “The 
bosom of America is open to receive not only 
the opulent and respectable stranger," Geo- 
rge Washington said in 1 783, “ but the oppre- 
ssed and persecuted of all nations and all 
religions." 

Nonetheless, from the 19th century “yel- 
low peril” scare, prompting laws excluding 
Asians, to recent efforts of immigration offi- 
cials to deport Haitians, each new immigrant 
wave has brought political backlash. 

Today, with unemployment nearing eight 
per cent, the thought of spending millions of 
dollars to resettle outsiders has riled many 
Americans. In California and Texas, lawsuits 
have been filed to stop the states from grant- 
ing medical and other social services to illegal 
aliens. 

The reaction is ironic since every American 
— Indians excepted — is descended from an 


immigrant, and many quite recently. The 
1970 census found that 34.5 million Ameri- 
cans were either foreign- bora or had one or 
more foreign-bora parents. 

While some unions complain that illegal 
aliens and new immigrants steal jobs from 
American workers, studies show that many of 
the jobs they take are low paying ones that 
Americans don’t want — domestics, dishwa- 
shers, lettuce pickers. Entrepreneurial 
Cubans are credited with reviving Miami’s 
economy in the 1960’s — creating more jobs 
for everyone. Soviet Jews have rejuvenated 
Brooklyn neighborhoods that were turning 
into slums. 

Some economists see an increase in immig- 
ration as a boon to the economy. Because of 
the recent slide in the American birthrate, the 
number of workers in the U.S. labor force is 
expected to decline from 1982 onwards, as 
fewer young workers come of age. 

One thing has changed dramatically since 
the years when Ellis Island served as the 
gateway to America for millions of refugees 
travelling steerage across the oceans. Unlike 
their predecessors, the new immigrants are 
increasingly from third-world countries, chal- 
lenging American society to broader racial 
and cultural tolerance. 

Meanwhile, attitudes have changed in the 
past two decades. The idea of the melting pot, 
in which ail nationalities would blend into a 
homogenous stew, is no longer fashionable. 


Instead, ethnic has become chic. 

American women dress in Mexican skirts 
and Indian shawls, cook with woks and send 
their kids to bilingual schools. Ethiopian, 
Afghan and Vietnamese restaurants are the 
rage in Washington and other big cities. Arab 
bread is sold in the Safeway. The most popu- 
lar bicentennial event in their small Midwest- 
ern towns four years ago was the ethnic festi- 
val. 

Immigrants are more inclined than ever to 
cling to their heritage. Spanish-speaking 
Mexicans, Puerto Ricans and Cubans have 
created cities within cities in such places as 
Miami and San Antonio. Theirs is a culture 
which doesn't wash away with the passage of 
generations, a culture that demands equality 
with Anglo America. 

In Los Angeles, where 50 per cent of kind- 
ergarten children claim Spanish as a first 
anguage, ah police cadets are now required to 
take six months of conversational Spanish. 
Miami blacks complain they can’t get jobs 
because they don't speak Spanish. 

But every ethnic group experiences the 
pangs of culture clash, the pull of their Ame- 
rican future and the tug of their past, whether 
they be Russian Jews, Hmong tribesmen or 
Cape Verdians from West Africa. 

And for each group the experience is vastly 
different.

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NEW YORK, July 15 (AP) — Don't look 
now, but suddenly there are four teams in 
what was supposed to be a three-way race in 
the National League West 

The streaking San Francisco Giants are the 
party of the fourth part They won their seve- 
nth consecutive game Monday night, defeat- 
ing the Cincinnati Reds 5-3 and evening 
record at 43-43, the first time they have been 
at the .500 mark since July 3, 1979, 

The giants also became the first team in the 

10-year history of Riverfront Stadium, to 
sweep a four-game series from the Reds in 
Cincinnati. Not since a series in Philadelphia 
in May of 1 975 had the reds been swept in a 
four-game set.

Killanin mourns loss of Olympic ideal 


MOSCOW, July 15 (Agencies) — Lord 
Killanin, president of the Internationa] Oly- 
mpic Committee (IOC). Monday expressed 
regret that it had not been possible to revive 
the ideal of an Olympic truce when all conflict 
would cease for the duration of the games. 

In a speech prepared for the opening of the 
83rd session of the IOC, Killanin made an 
oblique reference to the boycott, led by the 
United States, which has undermined the 
Olympic Games opening, in .Moscow next 
Sunday “I believe the- athlete is > frequently:

eight-year term when the Moscow flame goes 
out “Many of us would have liked to have 
found a way of making direct entries for these 
games, and we have received pathetic pleas

But the executive board decided this was 
impractical, and would further undermine 
the complex situation of the national Olym- 
pic committees.” 

Killanin said: “I deeply regret that many 
athletes, either through political dictation or 
the dictation of their own consciences, are not 
here with us at the games.” 

He looked back to 1952, when he first

He made no direct reference to the Soviet

do not wish to make any statements which 
may be interpreted as acrimonious, but I 
must reiterate that the Olympic Games are 
competitions between individuals and not 
between countries, and the allocation of the 
games is made to any city which can fulfil the 
- technical requirement of the international 
sports federations, and which has the experi- 
ence of organization. 

“The allocation of the games to Moscow or 
Los Angeles is not made in approbation of 
the political philosophies of the governments 
of their countries.” 

Killanin said a basic principle of the Olym- 
pic Games was that there must be no discri- 
mination on grounds of race, color or relig- 
ion. “Race is a matter of birth over which we 
have no control,” the IOC president said. 
“Political philosophy or religious views are 
personal matters, which are the responsibility 
of the conscience of the individual concer- 
ned.” 

The latest list put out by the IOC shows 
that athletes from 80 countries of 148 will 
compete in the games. 

The IOC now faces the task of deciding 
whether or not competing nations may opt 
during ceremonies for the Olympic flag and 
anthem, rather than national flags and ant-

Athletes shun 
boycott, land 
in Moscow 

MOSCOW, July 15 (AFP) — Australian 
and British athletes who resisted massive 
government pressure to come to Moscow for 
the Olympics could be stung into sflendng 
their critics in the best possible way — by 
taking home a haul of gold medals. 

“We certainly had to take a lot of stick in 
coming here,” said Australian team official 
John Coates, ** and it would motivate our ath- 
letes. We can’t promise anything but I have a 
feeling some of our team would like to prove 
a point.” Australia, without a winner at the 
1976 Montreal games, are banking on their 
track and field, swimming and rowing squads 
for a revival. 

British team manager Dick Palmer added, 
“ Our people are coming out here to do a job 
of work. Whether the criticism athletes 
underwent at home works as an incentive 
depends on the individual, but, yes, they 
might well be a little more determined to 
prove something.” He did not think medal 
winners here would look upon their gains as 
“tarnished" as British Prime Minister Marga- 
ret Thatcher had suggested. 

The absence of major sporting powers such 
as the United States, West Germany, Japan 
and Canada has led to a scramble for medals, 
with the communist countries sending mam- 
moth teams in an apparent attempt to exploit 
the situation. 

When the Australian Olympic federation 
was told by its government not to use its 
$500,000 (Australian) federal grant for send- 
ing a team to Moscow, the Australian trade 
unions responded by raising over$ 120,000 in 
five to six weeks. 

“ We are enormously grateful for their sup- 
port and would dearly like to repay them by 
taking some medals back home. But I think 
they realize that’s something that is difficult 
to guarantee,” said Coates. 

The Australian men’s eight have a distinct 
medal look about them after an impressive 
European tour — second to world champions 
East Germany in ibeir national champion- 
ships at Gnrnau, third to East Germany and 
the United States at the Lucerne. Switzer- 
land, regatta, and runners-up to the United 
States in Amsterdam. 

They wifl be using a plastic, West Germany 
boat bought specially for the purpose, and 
which will be resold after the games. The 
rowing squad, under chief coach Reinhold 
Batschi, is currently training in Munich. 
These are the fourth Olympics for Batschi, 
and his third country. He rowed for his native 
Romania in 1964 and 1968 before defecting 
to the West and coached the West Germany 
coxed four and coxless pairs to bronze medals 
at Montreal. 

The Soviet hosts have gone about prepar- 
ing for these games with all the efficiency of 
the Red Army on maneuvers. Facilities at the 
games sites have impressed everyone. “The 
best Olympic Village I’ve been to in six Oly- 
mpics (Rome, Tokyo, Mexico City, Munich 
and Montreal),” said Australian team leader 
Phil Coles. 

"The only thing we can grumble about is 
the rain,” said Palmer “The village is very 
good indeed and arrangements for taking 
competitors to the different training sites are 
very good.”

Major foreign contracts risked 

U.S. cuts Eximbank funding 


WA5HDMGTON, July 15 (WP) - The 
nation's biggest industrial giants like Boeing, 
General Electric, Westinghouse and Lock- 
heed could lose billions of dollars in overseas 
sales during the next or so because members 
of Congress, rushing to get out of town wo 
weeks ago, failed to provide new funding for 
the Export-Import Bank which has run out of 
fending authority. 

Inanwfl ed dispute the night it recessed, 
the House stripped from the big supplemen- 
tal money bill an additional $1.25 billion in 
program authority for the Ex-im Bank to 
make new ioans to foreign nations in fiscal 
1980 at moderate interest rates. Loan reci- 
pients then use the money to buy U.S. produ- 
cts. Existing authority of $3.75 billion is alr- 
eady used up. 

Griff Ellison, Ex-Im Bank vice president 
for public affairs said the action is blocking 
immediate sales totalling about $300 million 
and an added$2.6 billion a little further down 
the road unless the dispute is resolved. And 
through the end of fiscal 1981, on Oct. 1. 
1981, he said U.S. firms could sell to $S,3 
billion in goods overseas with the help of 
Ex-im Bank financing if it isn't forthcoming, 
foreign competitors could grab these cont- 
racts, and “ hundreds of thousands of jobs" 
could lost to U.S. workers as a result. 

On the night of July 2 and in the few days 
before as the dispute over the funds unfolded. 


Capitol Hill was swarming with lobbyists for 
companies like G.E., Boeing, Bethlehem, 
GTE, Westinghouse and General Motors 
and * 4 probably all the major companies in the 
U.S." according to one Congressional aide, in 
an effort to get the new funding through. But 
to no avail. The House transferred money 
from the Ex-im Bank to state revenue sharing 
and went home. 

The action was bitterly attacked by influen- 
tial senators like Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Warren Magnuson, D- Wash, 
whose home-state firm Boeing could lose up 
to $800 million in overseas sales in the next 
year. Republican Jake Gam of Utah *' there is 
no more money left in the till to finance the 
sale of American products overseas” , Jacob 
Havits. R-N.Y., Daniel K. Inouye. 
D- Hawaii, and several others. 

Former Ambassador and Assistant Secret- 
ary of State Dwight Porter, now with Westin- 
ghouse, said in a telephone interview that his 
company is bidding for reactor contracts in 
Korea, a $2 billion contract, in competition 
with the French and wouldn’t have a chance 
without Ex-lra Bank financing. 

It is also competing with the Germans and 
French for two Republic of China reactor 
jobs, worth $1 billion, in which the other bid- 
ders already have g ven guarantees similar to 
U.S. Ex-im Bank financing. M These (Korean 
and Roc jobs) are right cn our platter, and 


down the road we and Allis- Chalmers are 
bidding on a big hydro job in Argenbna- 
Paraguay at close to$l billion.” 

The Congressional problem isn’t going to 
be so easy to ubraveL It isn’t just a question of 
passing something new quickly, though 
House Majority Leader Jim Wright, 
D- Texas, Sens. Magnuson, Gam and other 
are pledge .1 to try. 

Under the congressional budget process. 
Congress puts a ceiling on overall budget 
authority and spending and it is virtually all 
used up for fiscal 1980. Only $46 million in 
outlay authority is left for fiscal 1980 — not 
nearly enough to take care of the Ex-im Bank 
needs. When the house shifted funds from the 
Ex-im Bank to general revenue sharing, it 
spent virtually the only money left under the 
ceiling. Supporters are trying to figure out a 
way to solve the problem of the ceiling — 
perhaps by giving Ex-im Bank some immedi- 
ate authority when Congress comes back but 
delaying actual cash outlays until next fiscal 
year. 

Moreover, Porter said, while there isn't a 
lot of innate opposition" to Ex-im Bank, its 
funds are often tied up in the foreign aid bill, 
and as a result, Ex-im Bank sometimes walks 
a tightrope. “I don’t doubt eventually some 
funds will be provided, but in the delay we 
could lose a lot of business,” Porter said.

The Midland, Britain's third largest bank, 
plans to acquire a controlling interest in Cro- 
cker for about $820 milli on in cash, a 
spokesman said. Midland would tender for 
existing shares as well as injecting new capi- 
tal. 

Earlier Tuesday, Crocker Chairman Tho- 
mas R. Wilcox told Reuters from his San 
Francisco home that the agreement was the 
result of Crocker’s need for additional capital 
to expand as well as the Midland’s well- 
known aspiration to invest in a North Ameri- 
can financial enterprise. He emphasised the 
preliminary nature of the agreement Appro- 
val by the directors and shareholders of both 
companies and by U.S. authorities could take 
a year or more. 

Midland has assets exceeding $6 billion 
while those of Crocket, described by Wilcox 
as tbe most profitable bank in California, 
were $16.1 billion.

The bidding: 


Opening lead 
diamonds 


— king 


Let’s assume you get to six 
spades and West leads the 
king of diamonds. When 
dummy comes down, it looks 
as though you’ve bitten off 
more than you can chew. You 
seem destined to lose a heart 
and a dub and go down one. 

You might therefore 
conclude that your leap to six 
spades was perhaps too 
exuberant, but — if you think 
about the matter objectively 
— you should feel satisfied 
that your jump to the slam 
was fully justified. After all, 


on the bidding, your partner 
was likely to have a singleton 
heart, in which case making 
twelve tricks would have been 
virtually certain. 

However, this is not the 
moment when you should be 
grieving about what might 
have been. Instead, you should 
be thinking about how to make 
the glam and dismiss all other 
thoughts from your mind. 

If you think hard enough, 
you realize that the slam can 
almost surely be made. West 
could hardly have opened the 
bidding without the ace of 
clubs, and you therefore 
automatically assign that 
card to him. 

Accordingly, you ruff the 
king of diamonds at trick one. 

( If you incorrectly played the 
ace from dummy you’d 
eventually go down one.) 
Then, after playing the king of 
spades, you lead the seven of 
clubs towards dummy. 

West now finds himself in an 
impossible position. If he goes 
up with the ace of clubs, you 
later discard the Jt 5 othearts 
on dummy.’s queen ufjcUibs- .. 
and ace of diamonds." 

If West follows low on your 
seven of clubs lead, you win 
the trick in dummy with the 
queen, discard the king of 
clubs on the ace of diamonds, 
and your only loser proves to 
be a heart trick. Keeping your 
eye on the ball turns out to be 
the solution to the problem.

Freed captive has shah ill 
multiple sclerosis ™ uh f eve r> 

WIESBADEN, West_ Germany, Julv 15 MftJwVls 


WIESBADEN, West Germany, July 15 
(AP) — Released U.S. hostage Richard 
Queen suffers from multiple sclerosis and wiD 
return to the United States "in the next few 
days," a doctor at the U.S. Air Force military 
hospital in Wiesbaden. West Germany, said 
Tuesday. 

“He will resume his duties as a foreign 
service officer as soon as his health permits,” 
Dr. Jerome Michael Korcak told a news con- 
ference at this sprawling base, where Queen, 
released by the Iranian militants last week, 
was being examined. 

“ Mr. Queen developed symptoms of the 
disease in December 1979 while he was held 
hostage in Tehran," Korcak said. “ His symp- 
toms during the past eight months have incl- 
uded numbness and abnormal sensations in 
his upper extemities and some difficulty with 
balance associated with nausea and vomit- 
ing." 

Korcak described multiple sclerosis as a dis- 
ease of unknown cause, the effects on which 
vary very widely from patient to patient. 
Webster 's Dictionary describes it as "a chro- 
nic disease in which there is scattered demye- 
lination of the central nervous system: it is 
characterized bv, patches of hardened tissue 
in the brain or the spinal chord and associated 
especially with partial or complete paralysis 
and jerking muscle tremor.” 

The young diplomat's parents, Harold anct 
Jeanne’ Queen, were present during the press 
conference, , apperaring at ease and smiling. 
"We are very much more relaxed than 
before," said Queen, indicating relief that 
they finally understood their son’s . afflica- 
tion. "It’s really not a frightening thing, it’s 
not a progressively worsening thing. He’ s still 
in a wheelchair, but very eager to get up and 
walk.

The elder Queen said his son "has no reg- 
rets about Iran." The young man didn’t know 
about the failed attempt to rescue the hosta- 
ges, and when he heard about it, "He was 
surprised,” Queen said. 

The younger Queen was freed Friday by 
Iranian authorities who said they did not have 
the medical facilities to treat him. He was 
flown first to Zurich, Switzerland, from Teh- 
ran and then transferred Saturday to the Wie- 
sbaden hospital. 

Fifty-two Americans remain prisoners of 
the Iranian militants who seized th U.S. 
Embassy in Tehran Nov. 4 last year. 


Bean man fights Washington 


LYNNFIELD. Massachusetts, July 15 
(LAT) — "Like those working to spare the 
whales or preserve the oceans, John Wirhee is 
a man with an environmental mission. He is 
out to save the American bean. 

Preserving the nation's bean stock, as Wit- 
hee and the 800 subscribers to his small 
"bean exchange's can attest, is no small task 
and ultimately no laughing matter. Ther are 
more than 1 ,000 varieties of bean in the U.S., 
give or take a few, and Withee and his friends 
are working to save about 900 of them from 
an assortment of natural enemies, including 
root rots, leaf blights, bean thrips and, more 
recently, several members of the U.S. Cong- 
ress. 

"They've tried to tell us this little amend- 
ment they’ re working on down there in Wash- 
ington won’ t mean anything to people like me 
who are trying to save the old, heirioom van- 
ties from dying out" Withee said recently 
from his garden, which is planted in (you 
guessed it) 300 varieties of beans. 

"But I don' t think it's harmless. This is just 
a case of the camel getting its nose under the 
tent," continued Withee. a retired medical 
photographer who lives about 15 miles north 
of Boston. “ Pretty soon we’ U have the whole 
beast in here with us." 

The beast at issue is an amendment to the 
Plant Variety Protection Act that allows cor- 
porations to “patent," and thus prohibit the 
propagation of, new varieties of seed. 

This amendment would add okra, celery, 
peppers, tomatoes, carrots and cucumbers to 
the long list of plants that seed companies are 
allowed to patent. When Congress fust enac- 
ted the plant patenting act in 1970, a rush job 
finished hours before the Christmas recess 
that year, these vegetables were left out at the 
insistence of the HJ. Heinz and Campbell 
Soup c ompanies. Ten years later, these com 


panies have decided that the act does not 
dramatically raise the price of their seed, as 
they originally feared. 

Thus, members of the House agriculture 
subcommittee on department investigations, 
oversight and research figured that House 
Bill 999 would slide through unnoticed. 

What the members didn't figure on. howe- 
ver. were the tikes of John Withee. Or Kent 
Whealy, who runs a seed savers exchange in 
Missouri, or Careyb Fowler, from the 
National Sharecroppers Fund in North Caro- 
lina. Or geneticists from Britain and Canada 
and the United States, or environmentalists 
from the Sierra Club and the Environmental 
Policy Center or the Midwest Catholic bis- 
hops or even a few members of the John 
Birch Society. 

The Midwest Catholic Bishops are concer- 
ned that corporate patenting of seeds could 
indirectly raise food prices, cut world food 
production, and open the way to widespread 
famine. 

The tiny seed amendment sprouted what 
one bewildered onlooker called a full “bean- 
squawk” of opponents who have held it at 
bay now for over a year. 

Opposition followed several lines. That the 
government would begin outlawing seeds and 
snooping in ordinary gardens to make certain 
citizens were not saving seeds from patented 
plants. That more patent protection for cor- 
porations would reduce plant research done 
in universities, a trend already documented 
by the Office of Technology Assessment in 
Washington. That chemical companies, 
which have bought up most of the big seed 
companies, might not work as hard to breed 
seeds that resist diseases and pests when they 
also sell the herbicides and pesticides that 
control them. 


Let Naheel Plantscape 
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CAIRO, July 15 (R) — The ex-Shah of 
Iran, seriously ill for the past three weeks, has 
developed an inflammation of the leg and is 
again running a fever, his spokesman said 
Tuesday. The spokesman, Mark Moise, said 
the latest medical complication began three 
days ago after doctors drew some blood from 
the leg. 

Egyptian doctors treating the Shah are cal- 
ling the condition an abscess but French spe- 
cialists in the team say it is still at the inflam- 
mation stage, be told reporters. Without say- 
ing whether doctors were considering further 
surgery, Morse said “that something will 
have to be done if this continues for a few 
more days.” 

The Shah has been in Cairo’s Maadi Milit- 
ary Hospital since June 27. He has undergone 
minor surgery to.drain fluids from beneath his 
left lung and has been battling infection and 
periodic fever. 

The former Iranian leader, who took ref- 
uge here last March, has had cancer of the 
lymphatic system for six years.

Ford ruled out 


Reagan hunts running mate 


DETROIT. Michigan July 15 (AP) — 
With his nomination assured as Republican 
Party candidate for the U.S. presidency, 
Ronald Reagan is inviting party leaders to his 
hotel suite Tuesday to help with his decision 
on a vice presidential candidate and with bis 
effort to heal party discord. 

On Reagan's guest list for Tuesday were 
former Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
former President Gerald Ford, supporters of 
the equal rights amendment and quite likely, 
some of the men mentioned as leading his list 
of vice presidential possibilities. 

During morning and evening sessions of 
the convention on Monday, everything went 
off on schedule with hardly a ripple of contr- 
oversy. The highlight of the opening day occ- 
urred^ Monday night when Ford received a 
warm emotional welcome from the delegates 
and pledged that “this" Republican is going to 
do everything in his power to elect our nomi- 
nee to the presidency of the United States." 

After the Ford speech, William Casey. 
Reagan's campaign manager, said a 
Reagan-Ford combination “ojuld be a great 
ticket.” But Ford has made it clear he would 
not accept the vice presidential nomination 
and Casey said he doubted there would be 
any effort to try to draft Ford. 

Kissinger was interviewed Monday night 
on the CBS television network, and when 
asked if he thought be might be offered his 
old job as secretary of state in a Reagan adm- 
inistration, he replied that “I have no expec- 
tancy one way or the other." 

Reagan aides, while acknowledging that 
much of the candidate's day would be 
devoted to the vice president decision, ref- 
used to say which of the potential choices 
might be invited to his suite for a chat. 

The deadline was drawing near for a deci- 
sion from Reagan, who win receive the presi- 
dential nomination from the convention on 
Wednesday night. He is expected to make his 
choice late that night and announce it at a 
news conference on Thursday, 

While Reagan pondered, others lobbied- 
Governor William Milliken of Michigan, who 
had supported George Bush for the presiden- 
tial nomination, now is boosting the former 
U.N. ambassador for the second spot on the 
ticket. 

The convention reconvened at 5 p.ra. Tues- 
day. with the speakers including Kissinger, 
Senator Bany Goldwater of Arizona, U.S. 
representatives Jack Kemp of New York and 
Guv Vander Jact of Michigan, both vice pre- 


sidential possibilities, and former Texas 
Governor John Conn ally. Vander Jagt deli- 
vered the convention keynote address. 

Whetehr by coincidence or by design, all 
the names on Reagan's list of possible vice 
presidential choices are addressing the con- 
vention. Former cabinet members William 
Simon and Donald Rumsfeld spoke Monday 
night and concentrated on attacking policies 
of the administration of President Jimmy 
Carter. 

Simon a former treasury secretary, said the 
Democratic administraton was “one of the 
worst stewards of the economy in our lifet- 
ime." 

Rumsfeld, who beaded the Defense Depa- 
rtment during the Ford administration, called 
the Carter administration “a dangerous and 
embarasstog episode" and said the president 
“has been sleepwalking.” Senator Nancy 
Land on Kassebaum of Kansas called the Car- 
ter administration a government “at odds 
with itself.” 

23 Danes hurt in blast 

COPENHAGEN, July 15 (R) — Twenty- 
three people were taken to hospitals suffering 
from severe bums following an explosion in 
the gasoline storage area of a chemical fac- 
tory here Tuesday, police sources said. 

The blast, which shook the Danish capital 
early Tuesday morning set fire to the Danish 
Soya Lake Factory , a chemicals plant in the 
inner harbor area. 

Firemen had the fire under control by day- 
light but the plant was left in smouldering 
ruins, police confirmed. They said it was a 
mirariff that an adjacent chlorine plant was 
unaffected by the blast. 

Hundreds of shop windows in central Cop- 
enhagen were blown out by the detonation. 
Police sent extra patrols in to prevent plunde- 
ring, and 1 1 people were arreked for looting. 

Baboons attack sheep 

NAIROBI, July 15 (AFP) — Starving 
baboons have killed 36 sheep and mauled 13 
others in a search for food in drought-striken 
parts of the Tana River district of Kenya's 
Coast Province, the Kenya news agency has 
reported. 

The primates have been going hungcry 
because vegetation in the area upon which 
they normally feed has died for lack for 
water, the agency said. 
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South Korea 
axes 4,760 
bureaucrats 

SEOUL, July 15 (AP) — The South Korean 
government Tuesday announced an addi- 
tional purge of 4,760 government officials*, 
following last week’s dismissal of 232 senior 
officials. 

Government Administration Minister Kim 
Yong-Hyu said tins latest action concluded 
the government's current “purification” 
campai gn against corruption, iineffioency 
and disloyalty among government officials. 

In the latest purge, one cabinet minister, 
six vice cabinet ministers, three provincial 
governors and 32 officials of vice minis terial 
ranks were among those dismissed- The total 
in the two purges comes to 4,992, or about 
1 .8 per cent of various types of civil servants 
except schoolteachers. 

Minister Kim said the purification move 
was designed to root out elements of corrup- 
tion, inefficiency and disloyalty among the 
government bureaucracy, but added there 
were a number of persons who voluntarily 
retired for health and other reasons, too. 

He said the campaign was intended also to 
restore the people's confidence and trust in 
government and promote unity between the 
people and the officialdom. 

The officials dismissed Tuesday were those 
of grade three or lower, which categories 
form the majority of the bureaucracy. Minis- 
ter Kim said a similar purge for teachers will 
be carried out during the summer holidays 
starting soon. 

A breakdown of the officials dismissed hi 
the latest purge includes 2,012 provincial 
government officials, 1,355 police officials, 
859 national government officials, and 534 
taxation and customs officials. 

Minister Kim said that there will be annou- 
ncements later this month on the results of 
anti-corruption campaigns in state-run . cor- 
porations and banks. “Social purification" 
was one of the main political goals announced 
by the military rulers who took near-total 
control of government functions in an exten- 
ded martial law edict on May 17. 

Commonwealth 
asks freedom for 
Nelson Mandela 

LONDON, July 15 (AP) — Commonwea- 
lth countries have called on South Africa for 
“the immediate and unconditional” release 
of jailed black leader Nelson Mandela and 
declared that the “grave problems" sweeping 
southern Africa stem from Pretoria's policy 
of apartheid. 

The 43-member Commonwealth organiza- 
tion said after a meeting of its Southern Hem- 
isphere committee that Mandela’s continued 
imprisonment amid the turbulence was “dep- 
lored." 

The Commonwealth declaration gave 
fresh impetus to an international campaign 
seeking the release of Mandela, jailed for life 
16 years ago on a sabotage conviction. 

Mandela, leader of the banned African 
National Congress, is held with several other 
militants on South Africans Robbcn Island, 
□ear Cape Town. At his trial he argued that 
resorting to violence was the only way the 
disenfranchised blade majority in South. 
Africa could achieve political rights because 
all peaceful means have been dosed to them. 

While the Commonwealth group was in 
session. Prime Mmisterishaya Audu of Nige- 
ria began a round of talks with British leaders
